Characteristic Peor Service 

We say characteristic — because, having re- 
sided in Lexington. Versailles and Hazard, I 
have yet to be satisfied with the “service” pro- 
vided by General Telephone Complaints about 
the service are as common today in Versailles 
and Lexington as they were before dial tele- 
phones were introduced. 

From the testimony we have read, there 
is no question but that General Telephone has 
gone to considerable pains to present a well- 
documented case for higher telephone rates. 
Of Ihis we can only comment, that is it Is a 
tragedy the firm hasn’t spent as much time and 
effort on improving telephone service. 

5 Minutes To Get Operator 

General Telephone’s customers are not 
concerned with the financial problems of the 
company, and it’s stockholders or with errors 
in management. They are, however, perturbed 
about the service the phone company has ren- 
dered. not only here in Hazard but elsewhere. 

What other reaction can the company ex- 
pect when it takes 5 minutes to get an operator 
for a local phone call, when long distance calls 
are apparently forgotten or missplaced. and 
when operators promise to call you back and 
then must be reminded hours later that you 
have an important long distance call on file 
with them. 

Here in Hazard the rate increase being 
asked for a one-party line is 48 2 percent more 
than the existing rate. In this respect we can 
possibly take some comfort in the fact that 
other communities are faced with increases of 
75 and 80 percent, and for Burnside, the rate 
application requests an increase of 105 per 
cent! 

Simple Fact Stands Out 

We have no doubt but that General Tele- 
phone can document it’s needs for additional 
money. So too can this editor! 

But let’s see them document their reasons 
for poor phone service. 

For all the testimony that has been and 
will be presented before the Public Service 
Commission, we can only plead that one simple 
fact does not get lost in the shuffle: 

That is: The phone “service” provided by 
General Telephone Co. of Kentucky does not 
qualify them for a rate increase at the present 
time. When General Telephone’s service meets 
the standards provided by other phone com- 
panies — possibly then a rate increase — but not

Dear Editor: 

When Sen Cooper supported the Buckhorn 
Dam project in Congress. I’m sure he felt it 
was a benefit and a great help to the people 
of this area. He has not, however, seen or per- 
haps heard about the treatment that the peo- 
ple of the flooded area are getting. If it is to 
really help he .area, then it should be of bene- 
fit to these “displaced persons” rather than 
the vulturous, wealthier people from other 
places? 

The people here have been bowled over 
by a deliberate propaganda technique. As you 
know this is a loss literate area of the state and 
the people are child-like in their ignorance and 
trust toward such affairs. In their opinion, 
“you have to take what they offer first, cause 
you can’t buck the government.” 

The. government agents have taken advan- 
tage of this attitude in being secretive and 
deliberately confusing in order to obtain the 
land too cheaply. It’s a fear technique they 
have used to circulate rumors like this: 

“The people of Bowlingtown (or whatever 
area) have thirty days notice to get out.” 

No one knows when the people will be ex- 
pected to get out. No one knows what the ap- 
praiser is doing when he makes his ever so 
cursory examination of the place. In fact, no 
one knows anything about anything Why should 
they not be open and above board if they are 
treating people right? 

Some people are scared into accepting their 



ridiculous offers by such goings on. When they 
do come in to make an appraisel. they make a 
hit and miss inspection so as to keep up spec- 
ulation 

The offers people are getting are. as I said, 
ridiculous. There should be enough to buy a 
decent home on the “outside ” People could 
hardly buy a decent pig pen with what they’ve 
been offered. Maybe the homes here are not 
up to the standards of the rest of the State, 
but they have a great deal of value to their 
owners. It means uprooting and leaving all that 
is dear, familiar and comfortable This area 
has a lot of potential worth and it seems a 
shame that, not the people who own it. but 
speculators, are going to realize the benefits. 
Senator Cooper knows what the lake did for 
Somerset. 

They are not giving anything extra for 
mineral rights. 

“No mineable coal” they said when every’ 
road cut reveals veins or beginnings of veins. 

“No other minerals” they say. while rich 
oil deposits are being struck ten miles north 
and three miles south of this area on the Middle 
Fork River between Buckhorn and Hyden.

From Tents To Stone Buildings Could Well Be The Story ol Camp Nathanael 



Spiritual Athmosphere 
Prevails At Knott Camp 

Gurney Norman 

From tents to stone buildings. That could very 
well be the story of Camp Nathanael, at Emmalena 
in Knott County, except that it ignores the human 
element in that institution’s remarkable evolution. ' 

While the several stone and frame buildings 
scattered about the neatly-landscaped 69 acre trad 
by Troublesome Creek are impressive, the happy, 
human element there is inspiring to say the least. 

But the Rev. Garland Franklin, a native Knott 
Countian who founded and still directs Camp Nath- 
anael, would probably be the first to disregard even 
the prominent human element to strongly emphasize 
the spiritual atmosphere that prevails over the rol- 
ling, green campus that any college would be proud 
of. 

Spiritual Atmosphere Prevails 

A spiritual atmosphere prevails over Camp 
Nathanael in many ways. Hundreds of boys and 
girls populate the camp every summer, attending 
the several week-long Bible camps. Many of these 
same toys and girls return during the fall for 
weekend retreats. Prominent evangelists, such as 
T. W. Wilscti, come there to speak The camp spon- 
sors a weekly 30 minute radio program of religious 
music and meditation A public address system 
floods the whole camp area with recorded religious 
music at daily iniervals. and a team of musicians 
from Camp Nathanael visit our high schools during 
the school year. 

The summer camps begin in June and go on 
about two months Boys and girls stay a week at 
a time and enjoy the growing recreational facilities 
while studying and worshipping in natural sur- 
roundings. 

Day Begins At Six 

A day’s activities for th« nearly 200 campers* 
per-session includes, first of all, and for a few min- 
utes. no doubt, worst of all, facing the six a m 
chill that creeps from Troublesome (’reek into each 
cabin and dormitory as the ruing bel! rings But by 
the time morning devotions, flag raising, breakfast 
and cabin chores are finished, a welcome sun warms 
the area for outdoor recreation and indoor Bible 
study and singing. 

• Afternoons are devoted to swimming, handi- 
craft and general free periods, and after the light 
begins to fade and long shadows finger their way 
across the camp area, the evening worship service 



comes, and then to bed and lights out at nine p m 

Begun In 1932 

When the camp first began, tents were used to 
house the youngsters. Those early campers in 1932 
really roughed it* being without electricity, and a 
well, and with no bridge to reach the camp. 

Rev. Franklin wistfully recalls how Camp 
Nathanael acquired the tract on Troublesome Creek 
The camp had leased the property and had been in 
operation there three years. One day, a man, he 
didn’t say who, came up and presented him a check 
for |2.000 for Camp Nathanael. Rev. Franklin had 
no trouble deciding what to do with the welcomed 
gift 

Purchasing the property took $1925. leaving a 
$75 surplus. The camp needed a well, so he con- 
tracted a driller to do the work for a dollar a foot. 
The drilling expense totaled $74 99, leaving one lit- 
tle penny of the original $2,000 donation. 

“What the Lord orders, he pays for,” is Rev 
Franklin’s only comment on that anecdote. 

Expanding Recreation 

The growing recreational facilities, no doubt an 
almost unbelievable contrast from the days of the 
tents, include metal swings and other playground 
equipment for the very youngsters, and a well-kept 
volley-ball court, indoor ping pong and shuffleboard, 
a spacious athletic field and perhaps most popular 
of all, an elaborate, oval swimming pool that lies at 
the foot of surrounding hills like a pearl in the 
forest. 

Youth of Ferry Knott, Leslie. Breathitt and 
Letcher Counties qualify to attend Camp Nathanael 
by memorizing 200 or more Bible verses during the 
school year. More than 1,000 were eligible to come 
to camp this summer. 

The campers don’t even have to pay. not for 
food or lodging One might ask how such a venture 
is financed Rev Franklin would say It isn’t easy 
at all, but so far people’s benevolence has not fail- 
ed them, and his faith is such that he certainly 
doesn't expect it to ever fail. 

Example of Generosity 

The recent annual Bible Conference that featur- 
ed well-known evangelist T W Wilson as speaker, 
is an example of people’s generosity when the wel- 
fare of Camp Nathanael is in the balance Offer- 
ings during that week totaled almost $2 000 But 
nearly this whole amount was required to fe^d and 
house the more than 200 “campers” who stayed at 
the camp for the conference. fr«e of charge, so the 
uphill financial battle continues, with surplus money 
difficult to come by. 



Represents Lifetime Work 
For Rev. and Mrs. Franklin 

Many area high schoolers are familiar with the 
Camp NathanacJ touring team, led by Raymond 
Haddix. This team is consistent in presenting an 
entertaining and inspiring program for their high 
school audiences. Another vital person in the Camp 
Nathanael program, says Rev Franklin, is Miss Ruth 
Huston of Hyden, who has an interest in providing 
Christian literature for boys and girls in this area 

Visitors Welcome 

Visitors are always welcome at Camp Nathan 
ael. Almost before a person can get out of his car, 
he might have two or three invitations to stay for 
dinner, and to participate in whatever acivity hap- 
pens to be in progress at the moment. The ramp 
lies a shady two minutes from the main road 

The camp is interdenominational, and is con- 
trolled by the Scripture Memory Mountain Mission, 
Inc That mission is conducting 53 Bible schools in 
a five county area this summer. 

Camp Nathanael represents a life’s work for 
Rev Franklin and his wife. Well, part of a life’s 
work, anyway It is obvious he has much left as he 
attacks the many problems of running such an 
enterprise with an exuberance and definite zeal. 

He said he lacked spiritual opportunity as a 
boy, and this prompted him to begin Camp Nathan- 
ael soon after graduating from Wheaton College in 
Illinois His wife is from Lansing, Mich
